Witness Details Stewart Tip 


RICIN THREAT | HAZARDOUS DUTY 


NEW YORK I An “extremely upset” Martha 
Stewart ordered all her ImClone Systems 
stock sold after she learned the company 
founder was dumping his own shares, the 
prosecution’s star witness testified Wednesday 
at the homemaking mogul’s trial. 

Douglas Faneuil, a former assistant at 
Merrill Lynch & Co., said he passed the 
tip to Stewart on orders from her bro- 
ker Peter Bacanovic when she called on 
Dec. 27, 2001. 

“Peter thought you might like to act on 
the information that Sam is selling all of his 
shares,” Faneuil said he told Stewart, refer- 


ring to ImClone founder Sam Waksal. 

Faneuil, 28, described a frantic effort by 
Bacanovic after the sale to pressure him into 
supporting two separate cover stories. His tes- 
timony is the centerpiece of the government’s 
case against Stewart and Bacanovic, who are 
accused of repeatedly lying to investigators 
by insisting they had struck an agreement in 
advance to sell the stock when it fell to $60. 

Faneuil originally supported Stewart and 
Bacanovic’s version, but struck a deal with 
the government in June 2002 to plead guilty 
to a misdemeanor and cooperate with pros- 
ecutors.

For Gay 
Marriage 

Mass, court ruling clears 
path for same-sex weddings 

BOSTON I The Massachusetts high court 
declared Wednesday that gays are entitled to 
nothing less than marriage and that Vermont- 
style civil unions will not suffice, setting the 
stage for the nation’s first legally sanctioned 
same-sex weddings by the spring. 

The court issued the advisory opinion at 
the request of legislators who wanted to know 
whether civil unions would be enough to sat- 
isfy the court after its November ruling that 
said gay couples are entitled to all the rights 
of marriage. But Wednesday’s opinion by the 
Supreme Judicial Court left no doubt: Only 
marriage would pass constitutional muster. 

The much- anticipated opinion came a 
week before next Wednesday’s Constitutional 
Convention, where the state Legislature will 
consider an amendment backed by Republican 
Gov. Mitt Romney that would define marriage 
as a union between a man and a woman. 

But the soonest a constitutional amend- 
ment could end up on the ballot would be 
2006, meaning that until then, the high 
court’s decision will be Massachusetts 
law. Gay couples could get married in 
Massachusetts as soon as May, the dead- 
line set by the court last fall. 

The White House called the ruling “deeply 
troubling.” “Activist judges continue to seek 
to redefine marriage by court order without 
regard for the will of the people,” said spokes- 
man Scott McClellan. Jennifer peter (ap)

Suspect Questioned 
In Fla. Abduction Case 


WASHINGTON | Investigators are 
trying to determine if a mysteri- 
ous “Fallen Angel” who sent two 
threatening letters containing 
ricin last fall is responsible for the 
deadly poison that turned up in the 
Senate this week. 

The earlier typewritten letters 
addressed to the White House 
and Transportation Department 
warned that more ricin would be 
used unless new federal trucking 
regulations were scrapped. The 
change in 60 -year- old rules gov- 
erning how often truck drivers must 
rest went into effect Jan. 4. 

Three senior federal law enforce- 
ment officials, speaking on condi- 


tion of anonymity Wednesday, 
said the FBI and Capitol Police 
Department were investigating 
the possibility that the same per- 
son or persons sent ricin-laced 
mail to Senate Majority Leader 
Bill Frist, R-Tenn. 

Hazardous materials teams 
from the FBI and Capitol police 
searched for a letter or parcel that 
might have carried the ricin pow- 
der, which was found Monday in a 
mail-sorting room in Frist’s per- 
sonal office. The ricin appeared lim- 
ited to Frist’s office in the Dirksen 


Senate Office Building. No one has 
been sickened by the poison. 

Although three Senate build- 
ings were closed for a second day, 
Frist announced that they would 
begin opening on Thursday and the 
Dirksen building on Monday. 

Capitol Police Chief Terrance 
Gainer said investigators have 
found “no obvious direct connec- 
tion” between the Frist incident 
and the letters signed “Fallen Angel.”

File Agent 
Orange Suit 

HANOI, VIETNAM I For the first 
time, Vietnamese victims of Agent 
Orange have Bled a suit against the 
U.S. companies that produced the 
toxic defoliant used by American 
forces during the Vietnam War. 

The lawsuit, filed by the Vietnam 
Association for Victims of Agent 
Orange on behalf of three people, 
was submitted to the U.S. Federal 
Court in Brooklyn, N.Y., on Jan. 
30, said the group’s vice president 
Nguyen Trong Nhan. 

Nhan said 10 companies are 
named in the suit, though he 
declined to specify them. Dow 
Chemical Co. and Monsanto were 
two of the primary producers. 

Between 1962 and 1971, U.S. 
planes sprayed an estimated 21 
million gallons of defoliant over 
Vietnamese forests where they 
believed troops might be hiding. 

Many veterans have long blamed 
Agent Orange, which contains diox- 
in, for a variety of illnesses, includ- 
ing cancer. The U.S. government 
claims there is no direct evidence 
linking dioxin with the illnesses. 
However, about 10,000 veterans 
receive disability benefits related

Kurds hit in twin 
attacks because of ties 
to U.S., insurgents say 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I An Iraqi insur- 
gent group claimed responsibility 
Wednesday for twin suicide attacks 
on the offices of two Kurdish polit- 
ical parties, saying they were tar- 
geted because of the Kurds’ ties to 
the United States. 

“Two of our martyrdom-seeking 
brothers ... broke into two dens of 
the devils in the city of Irbil in the 
north of Iraq,” said the statement 
by “Army of the Protectors of the 
Sunna.” Sunna refers to the teach- 
ings of the Prophet Muhammad. 

The statement was written in 
Arabic and posted on a Web site 
that frequently carries statements by 
Islamic militants. The claim could 
not be independently confirmed. 

The name of the organization 
was included among a dozen groups 
that issued a joint statement this 
week in Ramadi and Fallujah warn- 
ing Iraqis against cooperating with 
the U.S.-led occupation.

Iran’s Reformists Hail Ruling 


Reinstatement of 
candidates likely with 
order from top leader 

TEHRAN, IRAN | After weeks ofchaos 
over the disqualification of thou- 
sands of parliamentary candidates, 
Iran’s supreme leader agreed to a 
formula Wednesday that is expect- 
ed to reinstate most of those barred 
— handing reformists a victory in 
their battle with hard-line Islamic 
clerics over the Feb. 20 election. 

Ayatollah Ali Khamenei’s order 
that the reformist-led Intelligence 
Ministry review the disqualifica- 
tions made by the Guardian Council 
marked a compromise effort to 
resolve the standoff over the vote, 
Iran’s worse political crisis in years. 

Reformists — including Pres- 
ident Mohammad Khatami — 
had threatened to either boycott 
or refuse to hold a vote they said 
would be undemocratic because 
3,600 of the 8,200 candidates, all 
of them reformists, were stricken 
from the ballots.

DAKAR, SENEGAL | Peru is investi- 
gating claims that a beauty pageant 
contestant was lured to the West 
African nation of Gabon to become 
67-year- old President Omar Bongo’s 
lover.

W. Africa’s Uneasy Peace 


Donor conference at U.N. aims to prolong calm 


DAKAR, SENEGAL | Machete wounds 
are healing in West Africa’s con- 
flict zones. Child soldiers are laying 
down AK-47s. Warlords languish 
in jail or exile, their countries now 
patrolled by the world’s largest 
deployment of U.N. troops. 

“Out of Africa, always some- 
thing new,” Roman author Pliny 
the Elder declared some 2,000 
years ago. The news out of West 
Africa today is peace, after nearly 
15 years of wars that killed more 
than 250,000 people. 

Peace deals in Sierra Leone, 
Ivory Coast and, since August, 
Liberia have brought six months 


without major bloodletting. But 
stretching tranquility into years 
will take commitments of outside 
money, militaries and attention, 
Africa watchers say. 

Those efforts pick up Thursday 
when envoys of rich nations gather 
at U.N. headquarters in New York 
for a Liberia donor conference 
chaired by Secretary of State Colin 
Powell and the U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan. It has been 
billed as an opportunity to steady 
one of the world’s shakiest regions. 

But in Liberia’s capital, Mon- 
rovia, people scarred by relentless 
warfare were skeptical that peace 


couldhold — even with fundingffom 
wealthy nations. 

“Let’s see whether in fact what 
will be given will be used for the 
intended purpose,” said one resi- 
dent. “Sincerity and honesty are still 
difficult to prevail in Liberia.” 

Liberia, a rubber- and gem- 
exporting country of 3 million, is 
seen as key to the region’s stability.

No Bond for Ballou Suspect 

Teenager charged with second-degree murder 


WASHINGTON | The suspect charged 
with gunning down a fellow student 
at Ballou High School was ordered 
held without bond during his first 
court appearance Wednesday. 

Wearing a white jumpsuit, 
Thomas Boykin, 18, went before 
the District of Columbia Superior 
Court where he was charged with 
second-degree murder for allegedly 
firing the shots that killed junior 


James Richardson, 17, in a school 
hallway Monday. 

Court documents indicate 
Richardson suffered three gun- 
shot wounds — to the chest, arm 
and leg — following a fistfight 
Monday morning. 

An unidentified witness told 
police that Boykin was observed 
pulling a gun from his coat pocket 
and firing repeatedly before flee- 


ing the school. Although a second 
person — an 18 -year- old student 
— suffered a gunshot wound to 
the leg, a prosecutor from the U.S. 
Attorney’s office declined to say 
whether additional charges will 
be filed in the case. 

Police believe the motive was an 
ongoing dispute between teenage 
males from two public housing proj - 
ects in the Southeast Washington 
neighborhood surrounding Ballou.

More Mad 
Cow Cases 
Possible 

Group recommends 
tighter restrictions 
on livestock feed 

WASHINGTON I An international 
panel convened by Agriculture 
Secretary Ann Veneman after the 
first U.S. case of mad cow disease 
called Wednesday for more restric- 
tions on cattle feed, saying there’s 
likely undiscovered cases among 
the nation’s cattle. 

“You can expect indigenous cat- 
tle to have the disease,” said Ulrich 
Kihm, the former chief of the Swiss 
veterinary office who chaired the 
international panel. 

Julie Quick, a spokeswoman for 
the department, said Veneman was 
briefed on the panel’s conclusions 
and would consider its recommen- 
dations, but declined to comment 
further. 

Cattle can be infected by eating 
feed that contains brain or spinal 
tissue from an animal sick with 
the brain-wasting disease, which 
is caused by a misshapen protein. 
The government now bans using 
any blood, brains and spinal cord 
from cattle, sheep and goats in cattle 
feed, but the panel said the disease 
still could be spread through other 
materials in feed. 

The disease is a concern because 
humans can develop abrain-wasting 
illness, variant Creutzfeldt- Jakob 
disease, from consuming infected 
beef products, ira dreyfuss (ap)

Ford SUV Worst 
In Rollover Test 


Explorer Sport Trac 
falls short in NHTSi^ 
new ratings system 

WASHINGTON | The Ford Explorer 
Sport Trac got the worst rat- 
ing among 14 vehicles subjected 
to a new government safety test 
designed to predict the likelihood 
of a rollover during a sharp turn. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, which 
announced the ratings Wednesday, 
uses a rating system in which five 
stars is the best score and means 
the likelihood of rollover is less than 
10 percent. 

The Sport Trac 4x2, a sport util- 
ity vehicle with rear-wheel drive, 
earned two stars, meaning the roll- 
over risk in a one -vehicle crash is 
30 percent to 40 percent. 

Ford spokeswoman Kristen 
Kinley said the test uses an extreme 
maneuver that does not necessarily 
reflect real-world driving. She said 


company tests indicate the Sport Trac 
is very safe, but added that Ford is 
considering adopting the test. 

Several vehicles achieved better 
ratings this year because of the new 
test, automakers said. 

The agency uses both the driv- 
ing test and a math formula based 
on a vehicle’s height and the width 
between its rear wheels to predict 
the rollover risk, dee-ann durbin (ap)

OK Go might be the 
happiest indie band 
on mainstream radio 

M U S I C I Radio -friendly music that 
hipsters and fans don’t scorn may 
sound like an alien concept. 

But Chicago’s OK Go, headlin- 
ing at the Black Cat this Saturday, 
has the chops and personality to 
litter the Billboard charts with 
catchy singles. 


The band was formed in a city 
famous for its musicians’ artsy pre- 
tentiousness, but OK Go blew the 
stale air out of the scene with its 
unself- conscious delight in play- 
ing music and its often outright 
weird take on life. (This might be 
attributable to the fact that one of 
its founders, singer Damian Kulash, 
is a D.C. native. Come to think of 
it, probably not.) 

The quartet has never met a 
hook they didn’t like; but OK Go’s 


absurdly catchy brand of power- 
pop always includes healthy doses 
of intelligence and eccentricity. 

This is very much what the 
Strokes would sound like if they 
had a sense of humor. 

The antithesis of self-absorbed, 
woe -is -me indie rockers and tor- 
tured emo rockers, OK Go is the 
guilty pleasure of scenesters every- 
where. And even more impressively, 
their fans aren’t whining about the 
band selling out as corporate shills; 


they’re perfectly happy to see their 
favorite band get a little something- 
something. 

Why its 2002 self-titled debut 
LP failed to break OK Go into the 
mainstream is inexplicable. But the 
fallout — the lack of overexposure 
allowed the band to hunker down 
and get even better, and continue to 
play in audience-friendly venues — 
has been a blessing in disguise. 

So while the band hones its skills 
for another shot at the big time, you 
get to see OK Go perform live at the 
Black Cat.

KRS-One has hung 
up his mic, but he still 
has lessons to teach 

OUT & ABOUT I One of the fore- 
most minds in entertainment 
returns to the District Saturday, 
as multiplatinum rapper KRS- 
One lectures at University of D.C. 
KRS (an acronym for Knowledge 
Reigns Supreme) will be discussing 
his philosophy and his new book, 
“Ruminations.” 

In the late 1980s, the former 
Lawrence Krisna Parker became 
a legendary battle rapper whose 
insight and political lyrics won him 
wide acclaim and earned him the 
nickname “the Teacher.” The found- 
er of the consciousness-raising 
Boogie Down Productions, KRS- 
One preached against violence (his 
attitude precipitated by the shooting 
death of his early musical partner, 
Scott LaRock) and hip-hop hege- 
mony, in favor of pride, knowledge 
and innovation. 

After the landmark albums in the 
late ’80s and early ’90s, KRS-One 
embarked on a series of lecture tours, 
eventually speaking at Harvard, Yale, 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
the United Nations. 

“Ruminations” is a remarkable 
work. By turns a learned history 


of metaphysics, an astute analy- 
sis of the American political sys- 
tem and an instruction manual 
for transcending the oppression 
of the inner city, “Ruminations” 
proves that KRS-One is not mere- 
ly an elder statesman. Rather, he 


remains a vital, towering presence.

The Rites of Privacy 


A film about how 
Mark Rothko found 
some personal space 

FILM I Mark Rothko was extraor- 
dinarily demanding when it came 
to the presentation of his luminous 
abstract paintings — to the point 
of refusing to participate in group 
exhibitions. 

But he wasn’t wrong. The most 
successful Rothko hangings are 
solemn, meditative solo instal-

lations, and “Rothko’s Rooms,” a 
2000 BBC co-production screen- 
ing this weekend at the National 
Gallery of Art, tells how several of 
them came to be. 

According to one 
version of a famously Rashomon- 
like tale, Rothko withdrew from a 
lucrative multipainting commis- 
sion for the Seagram Building in 
New York when he found out that 
the room he had understood to be 
the office workers’ commissary in 
fact was to be the site of the pricey 


Four Seasons restaurant. 

Several full-size “sketches” from 
the mural project were among the 
many pieces included in the Rothko 
estate’s mid-’80s gift to the National 
Gallery. A selection of them forms 
the core of a current hanging in 
honor of the artist’s centennial. 

Some finished paintings from 
the Seagram commission have 
been housed at the Tate Gallery in 
London.

Bethesda) — In the bad old days, when 
dishes from Greece were as often din- 
ners of grease as of grace, the crisp- 
roasted rockfish and the custard-light 
pastichio here would have seemed like 
myths. However, since its purchase 
by the brothers Kotsatos, the Plaka 
has gained in almost every way except 
weight: The casseroles are lighter, 
the lamb slow-roasted and tender (or 
grilled to order), the giant favas are suc- 
culent and the melitzano very nearly the 
mousse the menu calls it. The feta- and 
spinach-stuffed shrimp Santorini have 
become an Atkins cultfave, and the 
orange peel-flavored loukaniko sau- 
sage should be, too. Entrees $12-$18.

How Donald

The Deed 

FIRINGS I TV isn’t the only place 
Donald Trump gives the mighty 
heave-ho. In real life, he, like scores 
of other executives, has left a trail of 
fired employees in his wake. 

And, as Trump himself admits, 
there are those who are still angry 
about it. Others he has rehired. And 
several say working for The Donald, 
even if it ended less than pleasantly, 
has helped further their careers. 

Chef Bernard Goupy worked for 
Trump for six months at his Mar-a- 
Lago club in Palm Beach, Fla. 

Goupy s firing in 2001 didn’t quite 
go down like “The Apprentice.” His 
run-in with the boss happened not in 
The Boardroom, where those on the 
show are axed, but in the kitchen. 

Goupy had made edible bas- 
kets from Parmesan cheese to 
serve Caesar salad. Trump appar- 
ently didn’t appreciate the effort. 
The way Goupy tells it, in his 
native French accent: “He came in 
the kitchen swearing like a truck 
driver. Completely berserk. He said. 
What is this Caesar salad?”’ Trump 
picked up a bowl and threw in some 
Romaine lettuce and cheese. “He 
said, ‘The way I want it is this way. 
That is the Caesar salad I want.’” 

The next day, Goupy says, he was 
told by the club’s general manager, “I 
have bad news. Mr. Trump decided 
to promote the sous chef to executive 
chef You must go home.” 

“The show he’s doing now is what 
is typical Mr. Trump,” says Goupy, 
now 65. “He fires people up and 
down. I think it’s a habit.” 

Responds Trump: “I think he’s 
a terrible chef, but he seemed like a

BUSINESS I “The Apprentice” may 
be reality TV, but the way Donald 
Trump fires the show’s job candi- 
dates isn’t all that realistic, say those 
in the unenviable position of deliv- 
ering the verbal pink slip. 

Trump is having a great time 
turning “You’re fired” into a pop- 
culture buzz phrase as he eliminates 
contestants one by one on national 
television. 

But executives operating in real- 
life reality, as opposed to TV real- 
ity, say firing is one of the worst, 
most emotionally draining parts 
of their jobs. 

Executives rarely utter the 
dreaded words. The phrase “You’re 
fired” is one of the most loaded in 
the English language, ranking 
up with “I don’t love you any- 
more” and “You have cancer.” It’s 
a total rejection that separates the 
employee from his livelihood, his 
work friendships and, sometimes, 
his self-esteem. 

Managers won’t humiliate the 
employee by dressing him down in 
a boardroom before co-workers, as 
Trump does on the show. And the 
victim doesn’t get a pensive, une- 
scorted ride down in an elevator 


— more likely he’ll be walked out 
by security guards. 

So far, none of the four Trump 
has terminated has reacted with 
more than a steely glare. But human 
resources personnel say they have 
to be prepared for the worst when 
letting someone go for cause, mean- 
ing, for instance, their job perfor- 
mance isn’t up to par, they stole or 
lied on the job, or they violated a 
company policy. They tell of employ- 
ees who have broken down sobbing, 
flipped tables, let off a stream of 
swear words or even threatened to 
blow up the company. 

Trump has this to say about his 
television firing style: “That’s what 
it’s really like. You sit around, you 
discuss it with people, and, in the 
end, ‘You’re fired.’ It’s not a lot dif- 
ferent, other than in perhaps certain 
cases the show is a little bit harsher, 
a little bit quicker. If I like the per- 
son, I take my time. I try to be as 
nice as possible.” 

But even The Donald himself 
admits that when he’s really fir- 
ing an employee, he says, “You’re 
Bred,” only about 20 percent of the 
time. “Usually, I try to soften the 
language, because it’s so definite,”

Trump says in a telephone inter- 
view. “When you say it, there are 
no questions.” 

In real life. Trump often isn’t the 
one who delivers the bad news. He 
has one of his executives do it. “The 
higher up they are, the more likely it 
is I would do it because they would 
be reporting to me,” Trump says. 

It’s not surprising that Trump 
doesn’t relish being the messenger. 

“Anyone who says they like it is 
either a sadist or a liar,” says Michael 
Kavanagh, vice president of human 
resources for AMC Computer Corp. 
in Manhattan. “Firing somebody is 
not fun. Depending on how long 


that person has been with you or 
the company, you know a lot about 
the person, whether they’re a fam- 
ily person. You do build personal 
relationships, friendships. It can 
be very difficult.” 

It’s only a pleasure to fire some- 
one under two circumstances, says 
Daymond John, founder and chief 
executive of the Manhattan- 
based apparel company FUBU the 
Collection: “The only time I enjoy it 
is when the person has been pulling 
the wool over my eyes or held back 
the team. Then you’re cutting a can- 
cerous tumor out, and it’s a relief.”

Williams Scores Victories 



Judge blocks evidence 
that former NBA star 
used shotgun on dog 

SOMERVILLE, N.J. | A judge on 
Wednesday refused to let prose- 
cutors in Jayson Williams’s man- 
slaughter case introduce evidence 
showing the retired NBA star killed 
a dog with a shotgun. 

Superior Court Judge Edward 
M. Coleman also refused to allow 
the jury to hear about a pistol shot 
fired at the Meadowlands sports 
complex that led to Williams being 
ordered to make speeches and pay 
for advertisements warning against 
mixing alcohol and firearms. 

The defense had opposed the 
prosecution’s bid to introduce the 
two issues, saying the evidence would 
be prejudicial and inflammatory. 

The judge said the dog incident 
would be very likely to inflame the 
jury against Williams and that the 
Meadowlands incident — in which 
shots were fired at an unoccupied 
vehicle — happened eight years 
before the shooting with which 


Williams is now charged. 

Williams was charged with 
reckless endangerment and pos- 
session of a weapon after the 1994 
Meadowlands shooting. 

The retired New Jersey Nets 
center is accused of killing limou- 
sine driver Costas “Gus” Christofi 


at Williams’s mansion on Feb. 14, 
2002, then trying to conceal it. 

Williams says the shooting was 
an accident. Prosecutors have said 
Williams handled the 12 -gauge 
shotgun recklessly. It fired and hit 
Christofi, who was about 3 feet 
away.

Record Amounts 
Bet on Super Bowl 

LAS VEGAS I The Super Bowl was a 
record- setter in Vegas. 

Bettors wagered a record $81.2 
million on the New England- 
Carolina matchup, with Nevada 
sports books winning a record 
$12.4 million, state gambling reg- 
ulators said Wednesday. 

The amount bet on Sunday’s 
Super Bowl topped the previous 
mark of $77.2 million set in 1998, 
when Denver beat Green Bay, 
according to figures released by the 
Nevada Gaming Control Board.

that we would set arecord,” said Robert 
Walker, oddsmaker for MGM Mirage 
properties in Las Vegas. “People were 
in a very good mood . . . and they put 
their money down.” 

Sports books won big Sunday 
when the Patriots scored a 32-29 
victory on a late field goal. Most 
oddsmakers had the Patriots 
favored by 7 points and the game’s 
total score at about 38 points. 

Frank Streshley, a research ana- 
lyst with the state Gaming Control 
Board, said he couldn’t explain why 
the handle, or the amount wagered, 
was higher than a year ago. He said 
casinos won because people bet the 
Super Bowl would be a low- scoring

Ricin Threat

DONNA SEGER, medical director at 
the Middle Tennessee Poison Center 
and assistant professor of medicine 
at Vanderbilt University, was online 
Wednesday to discuss ricin, thetoxin 
found in a mailroom on Capitol Hill. 


Ricin is known to be extremely 
toxic. Please explain how it is made 
and how easy it is to obtain. 

Ricin is present in the common 
outdoor plant, Ricinus communis. 
This is an ornamental garden plant. 
The plant contains ricin, but most 
of the ricin is concentrated in the 
castor bean. More than one million 
tons of castor beans are processed 
each year. Castor oil is extracted 
from the castor bean. During the 
preparation of castor oil, the ricin 
containing resin of the plant is sep- 
arated. This is a fairly easy process 
that can be done in a makeshift lab 
in the home. 

If someone has been exposed to 
ricin how long does it take for its 
effect to be felt? 

The onset of symptoms depends 
on the mode of exposure. When 
castor beans are ingested and 
chewed, onset of symptoms such 
as nausea, vomiting, diarrhea and 
bloody vomiting occur within a few 
hours. When ricin is inhaled, pul- 
monary symptoms such as cough, 
wheeze, chest pain and filling of 
the lungs with fluid would occur 
within hours. Symptoms would be 
expected within the first 24 hours 
following exposure.
